The  distribution  of  the  force  is  sliown  by  Table  I.  On 
November  30  tliere  were  52  vaciincies,  viz.,  5  patrolmen  and 
17  reserve  men.  During  the  year  144  officers  were  appointed 
(including  50  reserve  men),  1<8  discharircd,  5  resigned,  G 
retired  on  pension  and  9  died.      (Sec  tables  II.,  III.  and  V.) 

Inspector  Benjamin  D.  Burley  died  Feb.  22,  1889.  He 
was  appointed  on  the  iwiice  force  June  11,  1855  ;  promoted 
sergeant  May  G,  18G7  ;  promoted  lieutenant  Oct.  13,  18G8  ; 
appointed  inspector  of  intelligence  offices  Oct.  21,  1878. 
He  was  appointed  police  commissioner  April  21,  1882,  and 
served  for  one  year  in  tliat  capacity  ;  and  was  then  reap- 
pointed inspector  of  intelligence  offices,  in  which  office  he 
contiiuied.  until  his  death. 

Captain  George  F.  Goold  died  March  24,  1889.  He  was 
appointed  on  the  force  Oct.  2,  18G5  ;  promoted  sergeant 
March  29,  18G9  ;  promoted  lieutenant  May  9,  1870;  pro- 
moted captain  and  harbor  master  October,  1878. 

Lieutenant  Byron  F.  Bragdon  was  promoted  to  be  captain 
April  13,  1889,  passing  the  civil  service  examination  with  a 
percentage  of  82.4-25.  He  was  appointed  harbor  master  on 
the  day  of  his  promotion  to  the  captaincy. 

Inspector  Edward  F.  Gaskin  was  promoted  to  be  captain 
May  4,  1889,  his  standing  on  the  civil  service  list  being 
87.32. 

Sergeants  John  J.  Hanley ,  Benjamin  A.  Durgin  and  Patrick 
Lee  were  promoted  to  l)c  lieutenants,  their  respective  stand- 
ing on  the  civil  service  list  being  92.23,  90.35  and  83.57. 

Patrolmen  George  M.  Carr,  Edward  W.  Burns,  George 
D.  Yeaton,  John  H.  ^lorse  and  Millard  M.  Frohock  were 
])romoted  to  be  sergeants,  their  respective  standing  on  the 
civil  ser%'ice  list  being  89.49,  88.83,  83.83,  82.80  and  82.07. 

Patrolman  Ithamar  A.  Mereen  was  promoted  to  be  ser- 
geant under  a  special  non-competitive  examination,  the  duties 
to  which  he  was  assigned  requiring  special  qualifications. 
His  standing  on  the  list  was  71.6. 
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Lieutenant  Ira  C.  Foster  was  appointed  inspector  of  puT>- 
lic  caiTiages,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  promotion  of 
Captain  Edward  F.  Gaskin. 

Assistant  Keeper  of  City  Prison  Albert  S.  Buswell  re- 
signed April  6,  1889,  and  Patrolman  Theodore  H.  Kessel- 
hutii  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Assistant  Matron  ^lary  M.  Stevens  resigned  June  29, 
1889,  and  Mrs.  Mary  F.  Davis  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

Captain  Oliver  Ayres  was  retired  May  6,  1889.  He  was 
appointed  on  the  force  Jan.  23,  1873 ;  promoted  captain 
Feb.  2,  1874. 

Inspector  Timothy  R.  Page  was  retired  March  30,  1889. 
He  was  appointed  on  ihe  force  April  27,  1863,  and  made 
inspector  of  wagon  licenses  Oct.  21,  1878. 

Lieutenant   Wilber    Laskey,   Jr.,    was    retired    Dec.    28, 

1888.  He  was  appointed  on  the  force  in  December,  1873; 
promoted  sergeant  Feb.  18,  1879 ;  promoted  lieutenant  July 
19,  1883. 

Lieutenant  William  C.   Downing  was  retired  Nov.    13, 

1889.  He  was  appointed  on  the  force  Aug.  5,  1874;  pro- 
moted sergeant  Oct.  21,  1878  ;  promoted  lieutenant  July  18, 
1883. 

The  average  number  of  men  absent  from  duty  on  agcount 
of  sickness  was  17  per  day,  or  2.14  per  cent,  of  the  regular 
force.     (Sec  Table  IV.) 

During  the  year  ninety-eight  complaints  against  officers 
were  investigated  by  the  Board.  The  nature  of  complaints 
and  dir^position  of  cases  is  shown  by  Table  VI. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  423  of  the  Acts  of  1889, 
two  hundred  and  eighty-six  special  police  officers  were  ap- 
pointed for  duty  at  the  polls  on  tbe  day  of  the  State  election. 

Horses. 

On  the  1st  of  December,  1888,  there  were  38  horses  in 
the  service.  During  the  year  1  horse  died,  9  were  sold  and 
exchanged  and  7  were  purchased.  At  the  present  time  there 
arc  46  in  service,  a^  shown  by  Table  VII. 

Ten  horses  were  hired  for  mounted  service  in  the  suburban 
portions  of  the  city,  from  July  3  to  August  28,  at  an  expense 
of  $570.

Arrests. 

The  total  number  of  persons  arrested  was  40,060,  against 
36,009  the  preceding  year,  being  an  increase  of  4,0.'>7.  Tiie

Six  thousand  seven  luuulrcd  and  nineteen  persons  were 
aiTested  on  warrants,  and  33,347  without  warrants;  35,829 
persons  were  held  for  trial,  and  4,237  were  released  from 
custody.  The  number  of  males  arrested  was  34,283  ;  of 
females,  5,783;  of  foreigners,  19,713,  or  approximately,  50 
per  cent.  ;  of  minors,  5,161.  Of  the  total  number  arrested, 
12,559,  or  31  per  cent.,  were  non-residents.  (Sec  tables

As  compared  witli  last  year,  the  increase  and  decrease  in 
arrests  for  principal  oflences  were  as  follows  :  — 
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Taking  the  statistics  of  arrests  for  ten  years,  beginning 
with  1S80,  and  estimating  the  average  population  of  the 
city  at  386,300,  the  average  number  of  arrests  was  31,022. 
The  number  of  arrests  in  the  past  j'ear  was  40,060,  or 
9,044  above  the  average.     (See  Table  X.) 

The  proportion  of  arrests  to  offences  committed  daring 
the  year  was  most  satisfactory,  and  shows  a  commendable 
degree  of  efficiency  on  the  part  of  the  force.  Taking  four 
of  the  most  common  offences  against  persons  and  property, 
the  statistics  are  as  follows  :  —

There  was  an  increase  of  about  7?  per  cent 
year  in  the  naniher  of  insane  persons  taken  in 
decrease  of  1|  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  witnesses  de- 
tained, an  increase  of  49|  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  sick 
and  injured  persons  assisted,  and  an  increase  of  7^^^  per 
cent,  in  the  number  of  lost  children  cared  for. 

The  average  amount  of  stolen  property  reported  since 
1880  was  $95,113.08;  in  1889  it  was  $72,822.64,  or 
$22,290.44  less  than  the  average.  In  the  same  period  the 
average  amount  of  property  stolen  in  and  out  of  the  city, 
which  was  recovered  by  the  Boston  police,  was  $115,960.73  ; 
the  amount  recovered  in  1889  was  $122,330.58,  or  $6,369.85 
more  than  the  average. 

The  average  amount  of  fines  imposed  by  the  courts  was 
$94,597.16;    in    1889    the    amount    was   $177,876.62,    or 
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$83,279.46  more  than  the  average.  The  average  number 
of  clays'  attendance  in  court  was  23,29(5;  in  1889  there 
were  33,577,  or  10,281  more  than  the  average.  The 
average  amount  of  witness  fees  earned  was  $22,519.11  ; 
in  1889  the  amount  was  $8,780.78  more  than  the  average. 
Table  X.  ffives  the  figures  in  detail. 

The  department  made  sixty-nine  raids  on  gambling  houses, 
and  seized  property  to  the  amount  of  $0,040.  The  number 
of  persons  arrested  on  these  raids  was  292.  It  has  been  only 
with  the  greatest  difficulty  that  the  department  has  been  able 
to  procure  evidence  sufficient  to  obtain  warrants  for  the 
purpose  of  making  these  raids.  Legislation  is  needed  to 
prevent  the  granting  of  charters  to  places  of  this  character, 
under  the  guise  of  social  and  literary  clubs. 

Mr.  Isaac  F.  Paul  was  employed,  under  the  authority 
given  by  chapter  419  of  the  Acts  of  1889,  to  furnish  such 
legal  assistance  as  might  be  required  by  the  Board,  and  his 
services  have  been  of  decided  benefit  to  the  department.

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  insi>ector  personally 
examined  all  public  carriages  before  approving  the  appli- 
cations for  licenses,  and  rejected  all  that  were  unfit  for 
service.

The  etAtute  authorizing  the  Board  of  Police  to  appoint 
from  the  police  force  the  harbor  master  and  assistant  harbor 
■Hasten,  went  into  el&ct  March  22,  1889. 

Licenses. 
The  total  number  of  licenses  issued  of  all  kind^,  except 
for  the  sale  of  into3dL-aI[i^  liquor,  was  21,33G;  transferred, 
119  ;  cancelled  and  rerofceil,  97G.  The  officers  investigated 
1  ,.502  complaints  arisin*  under  these  licenses,  and  42  hear- 
ings were  given  bv  the  Board  on  these  complaints.  The 
fees  collected  and  pail  into  the  city  treasury  amounted  to 
$.'J4,»5.05.  (See  TaWe  XII.)  The  department  reported 
to  the  Boart^  of  Hnlth  on  604  applications  for  fruit,  fish 
and  vegetable  peddkrs*  and  grease  collectors'  permits.  The 
office*  of  insi>ector  of  ticettses  and  inspector  of  wagons  were 
vacated  by  the  death  of  Inspector  Burley  and  retirement  of 
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Insi>ector  P;ige  ;  aiul,  it  being  tliought  inexpedient  to  fill  the 
l)ositions,  the  duties  were  assigned  to  the  captains  of  the 
several  divisions. 

The  laws  relative  to  loaning  money  on  personal  property 
need  to  be  revised  and  amended,  so  as  to  include  those 
persons  and  corponitions  who,  under  the  name  of  "  loan 
comjmnies,"  do  what  is  practically  a  pawnbroking  l)usincss, 
hut  arc  exempt  from  tlie  regulations  which  govern  pawn- 
brokers. Pawnbrokers  are  obliged  to  Ik;  licensed,  and  to 
conform  to  such  regulations  as  the  licensing  power  may 
prescribe.  They  arc  therefore  practically  under  control ; 
for  the  fact  that  any  misconduct  or  act  of  extortion  can  be 
punished  by  cancellation  of  license,  compels  them  to  deal 
fairh"  with  their  custouiei-s,  and  obliges  them  to  assist  the 
police  in  detecting  criminals  and  recovering  stolen  property. 
Loan  companies,  on  the  contrary,  are  free  from  all  surveil- 
lance. They  practise  the  most  outrageous  acts  of  extortion 
uix)n  the  unfortunate  borrowers,  and  are  now  becoming 
the  favorite  depositories  of  stolen  property',  because  thieves 
know  that  the  police  are  unable  to  obtain  information 
from  them.  They  charge  enonnous  rates  of  interest  with 
impunity,  because  the  statute  ^^■hich  applies  to  such  cases 
(chapter  308,  1888)  is  inoperative,  from  the  fact  that  there 
is  no  penalty  prescribed  for  its  violation. 

Ambulance  Service. 
The  three  department  ambulances  are  stationed  in  Divi- 
sions 1,  4  and  7.  Ambulance  No.  1  made  354  runs,  and 
conveyed  305  persons  to  the  hospitals,  20  home  and  13  to 
other  places.  Ambulance  No.  2  made  352  runs,  and  cou- 
ve3'ed  307  persons  to  the  hospitals,  30  home  and  15  to  other 
places.  Ambulance  No.  3  made  86  runs,  and  conveyed 
46  persons  to  the  hospitals,  10  home  and  4  to  other  places. 
(See  Table  XIII.) 

Soup  for  the  Poor. 
By  request  of  the  city  council,  the  department  undertook 
the  preparation  and  issuance  of  soup  to  the  poor  of  the  city. 
The  time  of  distribution  was  from  February  15  to  April  6, 
inclusive,  a  period  of  tifty-one  days.

AVhilc  tlie  poUix?  depaiiment  is  perfectly  willing  to  assist  the 
city  authorities,  it  is  proper  to  say  that  the  distribution  of 
soup  is  not,  ru  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  a  matter  which 
comes  within  the  scope  of  police  duty. 

Police  iI.\xuAL. 

Tho  rules  anj  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  de- 
partment were  revised,  and  the  new  edition  promulgated 
January  .">1.  The  revision  was  necessary  from  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  oIJ  nilcs  had  become  obsolete,  and  that  the 
changes  which  have  been  made  in  the  department  since 
the  last  manual  was  issued  necessitated  new  rules  to  meet 
the  changed  ci>i»dition3.

Arrests  for  drunkenness  averaged  68  per  day  during  the 

year,  or   6^    per   cent,    of  the    population.*      There   were 

1,947  more  persons  arrested  than  in  1888,  —  an  increase  of 

^iV   P^''    ^^^^- '     39^    per    cent,   of  the    arrested    persons 

were   non-residents,    and    54|    per    cent,    were    of  foreign 

birth.     Eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight  persons  were  arrested 

for  violating  the  liquor  law,  — 270  more  than  in  1888  ;  and, 

of  these  persons,  ^Q ^^^  per  cent,  were  of  foreign  birth. 

The  Board  renews  the  recommendation  that  provision  be 

made  to  continue  in  force  the  licenses  of  licensees  who  die 

during  the  license  year.

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FiXANCIAL. 

Ro(]uisitions  were  made  on  the  city  council  for  the  sum  ot 
II.Kid.JJSri.T.i,  to  meet  the  running  expenses  of  the  deiMrt- 
RHMit,  including  the  jicnsioncd  police  officers,  house  of  deten- 
tion and  station-house  matrons,  for  the  present  financial 
year. 

Tlio  total  expenditures  for  police  purposes  during  the  past 
year,  including  the  [(cnsions,  house  of  detention,  station- 
bouso  matrons  and  liquor-license  expenses,  but  exclusive  of 
the  cost  of  the  police-signal  srsleiD,  was  $1,193,065.15. 
Frvim  this  should  be  deducted  the  amount  received  for  uni- 
form cloth,  etc.,  and  paid  into  the  treasury, —  $12,050.C9, 
—  leaving  the  net  cost  for  maintaining  the  department 
$l.hSl,!»14.4fi. 

The  total  revenue  paid  into  the  city  treasur}'  from  fees  for 
lic\>nsos  over  which  the  police  hare  supervision  was  $923,- 
667. 85.     (Sec  Table  XV.) 

The  total  payments  on  account  of  constructing  the  police- 
signal  system  amount  to  $137,657.78.  The  cost  of  mainte- 
ninco  for  the  3'ear  was  $31,897.59. 

Pe.nsioxs  axd  Benefits. 

On  the  1st  of  Deceml>er,  188^,  there  were  seventj'-eight 
pensioners  on  the  roll.  During  the  year  four  died,  and  six 
were  added,  viz.,  one  captain,  two  lieutenants  and  three 
patrolmen,  leaving  eighty  on  the  roll  at  date.  A  list  of 
pensioners  will  be  found  in  Table  XVII. 

The  pensions  now  amount  to  $30,917.95  per  annum. 

Tho  invested  fund  of  the  Police  Charitable  Fund  on  the 
1st  of  May,  1889,  amounted  to  $191,450;  cash  in  treasury, 
$1»1.88  ;  income  unexpended,  $2,398.62.  There  were  fifty- 
foor  beneficiaries. 

Tho  invested  fund  of  the  Police  Relief  Association  now 
amounts  to  $3.3,927.  The  payments  for  the  year  amounted 
to  $11,944.35. 

Por.icE-siGXAL  Ststeji. 
The  work  of  equipping  the  city  with  the  municip.il  police- 
signal  system  was  completed  in  Xorember.     Division  1  went 
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into  service  January  1,  with  24  boxes;  Division  10,  Fel)- 
ruary  22,  with  30  boxes;  Division  11,  May  G,  with  26 
boxes;  Division  7,  June  15,  with  29  boxes ;  Division  14, 
June  17,  with  20  boxes;  Division  2,  October  14,  witi>  18 
boxes;  Division  12,  November  11,  with  30  boxes;  Division 
16,  November  17,  witli  18  boxes;  Division  13,  November 
19,  with  27  boxes.  The  total  number  of  boxes  in  service  is 
411,  and  the  total  number  of  miles  of  wire  is  213^,  and  the 
average  cost  per  mile  was  $99.10. 

An  addition  was  built  to  the  stable  in  Division  14,  to 
accommodtitc  tiie  patrol  wagon.  Wagon  houses  are  now  in 
course  of  erection  in  Divisions  7  and  11,  on  land  purchased 
b}-  the  city.  No  provision  has  yet  been  made  for  wagon 
houses  in  Divisions  12  and  13.  It  is  not  contemplated  to 
equip  Divisions  2  and  16  with  wagons,  for  the  present. 
There  are  now  in  use  nine  patrol  wagons  and  nineteen 
horses  in  the  patrol  service,  and  one  wagon  and  two  horses 
in  the  repair  department.  During  the  year  the  wagons  made 
23,621  runs,  covering  an  aggregate  distance  of  1.5,689  miles. 
Twenty-four  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy-four  pris- 
oners were  conveyed  to  station  houses ;  692  injured  and 
insane  persons  were  taken  to  station  houses,  tlie  hospi- 
tals or  their  homes ;  and  280  lost  children  were  taken  to 
station  houses.  There  were  282  runs  to  fires,  486  runs 
for  liquor  seizures,  and  481  runs  for  miscellaneous  pur- 
poses. 

There  were  99,685  telephone  calls  and  1,458,887  "  on 
duty  "  calls  sent  over  the  lines.  (See  Table  XVIII.)  The 
force  of  inspectors  was  increased  by  the  appointment  of 
Jlessrs.  G.  W.  Goodwin,  C.  W.  Hobart  and  AV.  F.  Jordan ; 
and  Wiliard  Litchtield  and  W.  R.  Sweet  were  appointed 
battery  men. 

The  system  has  given  perfect  satisfaction,  and  has  proved 
of  great  value  to  the  public.  It  is  now  possible  to  communi- 
cate any  information  to  the  entire  force  on  street  duty  inside 
of  thirty  minutes ;  and  this  has,  in  several  cases,  been  of 
great  service  in  facilitating  the  arrest  of  criminals  and  the 
recovery  of  stolen  property. 
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Lodging  Houses. 
Attention  is  called  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cheap 
trnii>it-nt  Io<lging  houses,  in  which  beds  are  f'urnished  at 
from  tt-u  to  thirty  cents  per  night.  These  places  acconimo- 
(liilc  luauv  rcsi)ec(able  persons  in  necessitous  circumstances, 
liul  are  Lirgcly  resorted  to  by  the  idle  and  vicious,  and 
often  ksrI>or  dangerous  criminals.  They  should  be  required 
to  be  licensed,  and  to  observe  such  regulations  as  the 
liccn>ing  [>o\ver  may  establish. 

Special  Services. 
During  the  3"car  Uvo  events  occurred  that  called  for  extra 
ficrviix-*  from  ail  the  available  men  on  the  force.  The 
I'lc^idfut  of  the  United  States  visited  the  city  August  7, 
when  a  detail  of  553  men  was  on  dutv.  The  followinj; 
letter  was  received  from  the  mayor  on  that  occasion  :  —
